“Germany is continuously re- 
examining her armament, production 
under the light of recent military 
events, and it may be assumed that 
the influence of these examinations 
will have led to the preparation of 
an adequate reply to the enemys 
air terror.

Messerschmitts and Focke-Wulfs 
are being used -against-the Allied 
bombers and fighter-bombers. 

The island’s military targets were 
bombed on Sunday in daylight, only 
a short time after Wellingtons had 
broken off the night attacks. For 
the rest of the day medium bombers 
and fighter-bombers were over the 
island. 

Simultaneously with this Pantel- 
leria offensive, coastal aircraft ranged 
the seas around. <A _ Beaufighter 
operating off Sardinia located a 
Ju 52 transport and shot it down 
into the water. 

Photographs of the American 
Fortress raid on Spezia now disclose 
that no direct hits were scored on 
the three Italian battleships of the 
Littorio class. 

Pantelleria is also being closely 
watched by the British Navy, states 
Reuter’s correspondent with » the 
Mediterranean Fleet, who adds that 
warships are circling the island 
watching for Axis shipping. The 
defenders are in a tight position, he 
says, and, with the air-sea offensive, 
may find it difficult to receive re- 
inforcements of men or supplies, or 
to evacuate.
